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Beginning January 1, 2024, pre-1978 rental housing will be subject to new rules concerning lead-based
paint. The new rules require that homes without deteriorated paint pass a Lead-Dust Screening as a
condition of rental certification. That process is detailed below. Homes cited with interior paint
violations will also need to be inspected for the presence of lead-dust following repairs and that
process must follow State and federal rules (see reverse side of this document).
